Down Navy Plan 


WASHINGTON (A P )—Defense 
Secretary 
Robert 
McNamara 
turned down Friday the Navy’s! 
request for atomic power in its 
new carrier, ordering instead 
that the big flat top use conven­ 
tional power. 
He said he did this to avoid 
further delay in building the 
ship and said that his action 
does not prejudge another ques­ 
tion of nuclear power for Navy 
service ships in the future. 
The defense chief referred to 
the question of cost difference 
for the two power plants. With 
conventional p o w e r , the esti­ 
mated cost for the carrier is 
$310 million, but with nuclear 
power the cost would be at least 
$125 million more. 
The Navy, led by Secretary 
Fred North, had asked McNa­ 
mara to withdraw a previous 
tentative decision against the 
nuclear 
carrier. 
McNamara 
agreed to this, saying that he 
would meet with North again 
after the latter's return from a 
10-day visit to a hospital. North 
came 
back 
to the 
Pentagon 
Thursday. 
Congress approved construc­ 
tion of the conventional carrier 
last year. Subsequently, the Na­ 
vy decided that atomic power 
should be installed. McNamara 
held up action until the Navy 
made several additional studies 
in an effort to support its case.

A few y ears ago a y oung v eteran of the 
Korean War made a trip around the world, v isit­

He was struck by the fun­ 
damental lack of knowhow ex isting in many of 
these— knowledge of ev en the most sim ple tech­ 
niques that are so readily av ailable in western 
nations. 
For ex ample: 
How to tan hides (crocodile 
hides); how to stop bats from eating nativ e 
fruit: how to set up a leper colony ; how to 
build a sim ple storm sewer sy stem: how to 
breed cattle on a reasonably scientific basis; 
how to construct a sim ple house. 
Seeing so m any unanswered "little prob­ 
lem s” in so many rain-soaked jungle v illages and 
sunbaked desert tribes, the y oung man. Will 
Rose, at first thought of becom ing a one-man 
aid project. Rut he soon realized that he could 
not spread him self thin enough to do much 
good. So. he hit upon the idea of a mail order 
sy stem of help for any body wanting it. 
Thus was DATA International born, a kind 
of do-it-y ourself alliance for progress. 
Head­ 
quarters for Rose's postal network is Palo Alto, 
Calif. Most of the initiativ e com es from A m eri­ 
cans trav eling abroad: seeing v illages needing 
technical aid, they ask DATA International to 
help. 
Requests also com e from nativ es th em ­ 
selv es. 
Rose's office has nine paid workers and .60 
v olunteers. In its files are hundreds of reports 
submitted by doctors, businessmen, scientists, 
technicians and corporations on problems of 
under-dev eloped land. In addition, 1.500 per.sons. 
each an ex pert in som e field, are av ailable to 
prov ide adv ice. 
It makes only a small dent in the v ast 
knowhow gap 
But it helps and is an ex am ple 
of what one man can do by putting his brains 
to work on m ethods.

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Filling The 
Knowhow Gap 


A few years ago a young veteran of the 
Korean War made a trip around the world, visit­ 
ing 
many 
out-of-the-way 
farming villages 
in 
dozens of countries. He was struck by the fun­ 
damental lack of knowhow existing in many of 
these— knowledge of even the most simple tech­ 
niques that are so readily available in western 
nations. 
For example: 
How to tan hides (crocodile 
hides); how to stop bats from eating native 
fruit; how to set up a leper colony; how to 
build a simple storm sewer system: how to 
breed cattle on a reasonably scientific basis; 
how to construct a sim ple house. 
Seeing so many unanswered “little prob­ 
lem s” in so many rain-soaked jungle villages and 
sunbaked desert tribes, the young man. Will 
Rose, at first thought of becom ing a one-man 
aid project. But he soon realized that he could 
not spread himself thin enough to do much 
good. So. he hit upon the idea of a mail order 
system of help for anybody wanting it. 
Thus was DATA International born, a kind 
of do-it-yourself alliance for progress. 
Head­ 
quarters for Rose's postal network is Palo Alto, 
Calif. Most of the initiative comes from Ameri­ 
cans traveling abroad; seeing villages needing 
technical aid, they ask DATA International to 
help. 
Requests also come from natives them ­ 
selves. 
Rose's office has nine paid workers and 50 
volunteers. In its files are hundreds of reports 
submitted by doctors, businessmen, scientists, 
technicians and corporations on problems of 
under-developed land. In addition. 1,500 persons, 
each an expert in some field, are available to 
provide advice. 
It makes only a small dent 
in the vast 
knowhow gap. 
But it helps and is an example 
of what one man can do by putting his brains 
to work on methods.

As such, he ap p ears to 
Mr. Wilson to be a positive pushover for the Laborites 
when the next big British election rolls around. 
Mr. Wilson m ay know whereof he speaks. 
But 
th ere are people around the UN in New York who 
would be willing to give him an argum ent about this. 
Less than a m onth ago Lord Home, then visiting in 
these parts as a traveling British Foreign S ecretary, 
presented a figure of extrao rd in ary toughness and c a n ­ 
dor in his speech before the UN G eneral Assembly. 
Taking on the well-nigh sacrosanct Afro-Asian bloc, 
which v e ry few people care to do, he assailer! its 
m ethods 
of 
using 
trum ped-up 
ch arg es 
of 
“ neo­ 
colonialism ” in ord er to justify grabbing the prop­ 
erty of older powers which are sincerely attem pting 
to help the new nations out. “ Neo-colonialism,” said 
Lord Home, “ is a synthetic g riev an ce.” and as such 
it plays into the hands of "ra cia lism and poverty, 
both of which should be eschew ed like the hum an 
plague.”

N ew York, Lord Hom e denounced those countries 
which h ave refused to pay their fair share of the 
hills for U N p eace-keeping operations.

Lord Home, to those who know him, is a m an who 
has developed slowly, reaching m atu rity rath er later 
than others. But his late blooming m ean s that he is 
still resilient and eager at a tim e of life when most 
people succum b to perfunctoriness. 
Such ch ara cte rs 
have alw ays player! a great part in British history. 
Indeed. Winston Churchill him self w as a late bloom er: 
he got bad m ark s in school, he seem ed little m ore than ’ 
a R ichard H arding Davis ad v en tu rer as a young w a r 
correspondent, and he didn’t really learn to write the 
English language until he began to read historians like 
Gibbon while on m ilitary service in India. 
When Lord Home was at Eton, he im pressed Cyril 
Connolly, now a well-known w riter, as a "kind of g ra ce ­ 
ful. tolerant, sleepy boy who is show ered with favours 
. . . and adm ired by the boys without any apparent 
exertion on his p a rt.” 
But the Lord Home who subm itted to questioning 
by correspondents at the UN. while still graceful, w as 
anything hut sleepy. 
Asked what he thought of U.S. 
collaboration with South V ietn am 's Diem, he shot back 
a quick, “ Who else have you got'’” Nobodv in England 
expected Lord Home to he a strong Foreign S ecretary 
when he w as appointed to the office in 1960 
But in 
less than a y e a r he w as running the Foreign Office to 
suit him self 
telling off the C om m unists as 
“ hypo­ 
c rites.’’ 
and m aking 
speeches 
without 
bothering to 
c lear them with the rest of the C onservative cabinet.

Must Have 
N umbers

U. S. Coast Guard boarding 
teams who have inspected thou­ 
sands 
of 
pleasure 
craft 
this 
year report 
that 
one 
of the 
most frequent violations of le­ 
gal requirements involves the 
numbering law. 
These violations include fail­ 
ure ever to have applied for a 
number, 
improper display 
of 
number 
and 
failure 
to 
have 
aboard either a temporary or 
permanent certificate of num­ 
ber. 
The Coast Guard points out 
the operator is subject to a S50 
fine for each violation under the 
Federal Boating Act of 1958. 
Anyone unfamiliar with boat 
numbering requirements, should 
keep these basic points in mind: 
—Any boat propelled by ma­ 
chinery of more than IO horse­ 
power and operated on the “ na­ 
vigable waters of the United 
States" must be numbered, re­ 
gardless of length and type of 
motor. 
Excluded 
are 
boats 
used exclusively for racing and 
vessels documented by the Bu­ 
reau of Customs. 
—States are permitted to han­ 
dle 
the 
numbering 
providing 
their system is compatible with 
the Federal system. In such a 
case, a state may require all 
motor - powered 
craft, 
regard­ 
less of horsepower, to be num­ 
bered 
When the state szstem 
has not been federally approved 
application is made to the Coast 
Guard through a local post of­ 
fice 
—A place where a boat is 
normally kept becomes the de­ 
termining factor as to where 
application is made. 
—Upon application and pay­ 
ment of fee, the post office is­ 
sues a temporary certificate of 
number which permits opera­ 
tion of the boat without bow 
numbers until a permanent cer­ 
tificate is received 
A certifi­ 
cate is valid for three years, 
when 
a 
renewal 
application 
must be made. 
—The number assigned must 
be painted on or attached to 
both bows of the boat. 
Num­ 
bers must read from left to 
right, be of block character, of 
contrasting color to the back­ 
ground, and not less than three 
inches in height 
Don't run let­ 
ters 
and 
numbers 
together. 
Separate them, 
such 
as: 
CT 
4122 C. 
—The temporary, and later 
the 
permanent,

—The owner of a Coast Guard

Through these programs spon­

by

tourist associations in various 
countries. American tourists can 
make arrangements to spend a 
few sociable hours with a E u ­ 
ropean family of similar back­ 
ground and interests. 
These “ open-house” programs 
offer 
the 
American 
traveling 
abroad 
a rare opportunity of 
meeting and chatting with the 
“ real" 
people 
and 
getting 
a 
first-hand idea of how they live. 
Too often, the American tra­ 
veling in foreign lands conies 
in contact only with those per­ 
sons associated with tourism— 
guides, hotel workers, porters, 
taxi-drivers, waiters, etc. 
This works both ways. The 
U.S. travel service (U ST S) re­ 
ports 
many 
overseas 
vsiitors 
are 
most 
anxious 
to 
meet 
Americans in their homes. 
“ They want to see first hand 
how we live." said Voit Gil­ 
more. director of USTS. “ Many 
visitors 
expressed 
one 
disap­ 
pointment — they didn’t have 
the opportunity to sit down in 
an American home and ‘chew 
the fat’ with an American fam­ 
ily over a cup of coffee.” 
USTS has been working with 
civic 
and 
other 
interested 
groups throughout t h e United 
States, and more than 20 com­ 
munities already have set up 
“ open 
h o u s e " 
programs. 
Among them 
are 
Kalamazoo, 
Mich.. Hollywood. Fla., Phila­ 
delphia, 
Washington, 
Detroit 
and Chicago. 
Housewives in Miami Beach 
opened 
their 
homes to 
more 
than 600 foreigners who visited 
Florida early in 1963. They en­ 
joyed it so much that they now 
set up their program on a per­ 
manent basis. 
Then there was a group of 
French visitors who expected to 
spend a one-day stopover in Lo­ 
gan, Utah, resting. But the peo­ 
ple of Logan arranged a com­ 
plete program for them, includ­ 
ing visits to local homes. The 
French travelers later said the 
Logan stop-over was the high­ 
light of their tour. 
“ The overseas visitors want 
only to see our sights but also 
how

live.”

“ And, he wants to get to know 
us. By establishing programs to

Singer Says She's 
Confident, Not Kooky

LAS VEGAS 'AP' - They say 
Barbra Streisand is the greatest 
of the new young singers. They 
also say she’s a kook. 
Barbra says she’s not a kook. 
But she agrees that she’ll prob­ 
ably win: the Oscar for movies, 
the 
Emmy 
for 
television, 
the 
Grammy for records, the T o n y 
for stage acting. 
Who is Barbra Streisand? 
She’s a 21-year-old New York 
girl who has been capturing fans 
by the thousands since she start­ 
ed singing three years ago. 
Barbra had a good, if small, 
singing-comedy role in the Broad­ 
way musical " I Can Get It For 
You Wholesale” — some even say 
she carried thc show for its nine- 
month run. 
Then the show' closed last De­ 
cember and Barbra plunged into 
television and nightclubs. 
Some who listened called Bar­ 
bra “ the first real challenge to 
Ella Fitzgerald in 20 years." 
Barba sang in Las Vegas re­ 
cently. and this is how she is: 
She comes onstage with her 
brown hair falling straight down. 
She wears a low-cut, ankle-length 
mother hubbard dress of ging­ 
ham. with filmy sleeves. 
Barbara stares fiercely out at 
the audience with Egyptian-paint­ 
ed blue eyes and launches a vin­ 
dictive arrangements of “ Cry Me 
a River." Her phrasing reminds 
listeners that the words have a 
meaning. 
The star-hardened Las Vegas 
audience 
applauds 
loudly 
and 
keeps its respect while the girl 
starts to clown. 
* 
She 
turns 
hor 
back 
to 
the 
audience and chats with her pi­ 
anist. 
She fingers her hair in back 
and muses: “ Wouldn’t it be fun­ 
ny if I parted my hair and there 
was a face?” 
She sits down on a stool and 
clutches 
the 
microphone 
stand 
between her knee. She smooths 
the 
checkered 
dress. 
“ I 
don’t 
want to wrinkle my tablecloth.” 
Some 
more 
freshly 
phrased 
songs and Barbra gets up. “ So 
long.” she pipes softly. 
Then she intones her theme- 
song. 
“ Happy 
days 
are 
here 
again.” and manages to make it 
sound like a lament. 
Barbra sat in the restaurant 
of a Las Vegas hotel the next 
day 
and 
maintained 
that 
she 
isn’t a kook. 
“ A kook is a person who puts 
on things that aren’t real.” 
But nobody could say she’s con­ 
ventional. 
" I knew I had to be a star — 
famous, 
and 
wealthy. 
But 
I 
didn’t go after it the way other 
actors do. I pounded the pave­ 
ment for two days. Then I gave 
that up." 
How about that Oscar and the 
other honors0 
“ FII win all the prizes. I never 
think about it." 
Barbra became famous as a 
singer, 
but 
she considers 
her­ 
self “ an actress who sings.” 
“ I 
couldn't 
get 
work as an 
actress, so I learned two songs." 
That was three years ago. She 
promptly won a talent contest 
and soon was singing in New 
York nightclubs. 
It's at this point in the chronicle 
that some writers like to pin her 
overnight success. They tell how 
Broadway producer David Mer­ 
rick of “ Wholesale" came to hear 
her one night, and arranged for 
an audition. 
That isn t thc way Barbara re­ 
members it. 
“ That’s a real beef of mine, 
those overnight success stories. 
“ I went down and auditioned 
like everybody else I hadn't had 
much experience. I sang a few 
songs and they asked me to come 
back 
that 
afternoon. 
I 
said 
I 
couldn't I had to go to the beau­ 
ty parlor. 
“ They 
weren’t 
used 
to that. 
They liked it. When I did come 
back. 
I 
was 
wearing 
a 
coat.

They asked me to take it off. I 
said I liked it. and I kept it on. 
“ I learned thc song that I had 
to sing. Then I did 
it sitting 
down. I think that’s why I got 
thc part. That’s the way I sang 
the song in the show.” 
One of Barbra’s fans is Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. He heard her on 
television and invited her to sing 
at a White House correspondents’ 
dinner. 
Barbra says she met the Presi­ 
dent after the dinner and handed 
him a card to autograph for her 
mother 
He did, and she said, 
“ You're a doll." 
More Streisand-style convention­ 
ality: 
She made her first record al­ 
bum this year. and it immedi­ 
ately became the most popular 
girl singer album in the country. 


You might have expected it to 
be called 
"Kook Along W i t h 
Barbra," or some such. But Miss 
Streisand insisted that it be titled 
"The Barbra Streisand Album.’’ 
"I can't stand those other made- 
up titles." 
The second Barbra Streisand al­ 
bum is called “ The Second Bar­ 
bra Streisand Album.” 
Speaking of names, how come 
“ Barbra" has one letter too few? 
"I hated the name Barbara. But 
I could never bring myself to 
make up a stage name. By drop- 
* ping thc ‘A’ I became the only 
Barbra in the world." 
She begins 
rehearsal 
in 
No­ 
vember for the starring role in a 
Broadway musical about the life 
of Fanny Brice. 
Barbra has a husband she has 
seen seldom since they married 
last March. She married actor 
Elliot Gould, thc leading man in 
“ Wholesale." 
Barbra 
thinks 
of 
her 
stage 
clothing as “ elegant,” rather than 
weird. 
About that mother hubbard — 
“ I designed it. Thc epitome of 
elegance is to wear a long gown, 
but have it made of kitchen cur­ 
tain material. 
“ I'd call it casual elegance.”
